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The Drug Addiction Treatment Act of 2000,
legislation signed on October 17, 2000, creates
the long-awaited opportunity to expand treat-
ment for opiate dependence into the main-
stream of medical practice, increase the number
of persons treated and have an important posi-
tive public health impact. The legislation cre-
ates the opportunity for qualified physicians to
treat up to 30 patients in an office setting.
Qualified physicians are those who meet any
one of these conditions: have a subspecialty cer-
tification in Addiction Psychiatry, or are certi-
fied in Addiction Medicine by ASAM or by the
American Osteopathic Association, or have
completed not less than 8 hours of training
provided by APA, ASAM, AAAP, AMA, AOA,
or have participated in a clinical trial of
buprenorphine.
